PARIS, May 19.—Strangely enough, 
the strongest motive in the minds of 
the French bringing them to the de- 
cision to make an effort to settle their 
debt to America probably does not enter 
into the calculations of Americans at 
ajl. The prime motive of the French is 
to regain their international indepen- 
dence. What is in Briand's mind is that 
so long as France stands in her present 
financial relation to America she is not 
independent for the reason that she 
feels she cannot afford to antagonize 
America on _ international questions. 
What Briand wants is to get France 
where she can act freely with regard 
to American advice, and he feels she is 

not in that position now. 

One example will suffice to illustrate 
the point—that one example is the dis- 
armament conference. With France 
having an unsettled deDt to America, 
would be extremely painful for her to 
have to refuse an invitation to come to 
Washington to discuss reducing her 
army. If the debt matter is arranged, 
the French Foreign Office would be in 
a position to refuse flatly.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The Coolidge 
Administration has determined to make 
‘“‘a tremendous effort’’ to enforce pro- 
hibition in every part of the United 
States and will call into action every 
agency of Government to enforce the 
| laws, Senator James BE. Watson of In- 
diana told the Couzens committee yes- 
terday. And then, “if after it is en- 
forced to the limit, the-people do not 
stand for it,” as Senator Watson ex- 
pressed it, it will be for the people to 
say whether or not the law shall be 
modified. The statement was made in 
executive session of the committee, the 
minutes of which were made public to- 
day by Senator Couzens. 

There was also a charge made in one 
of the reports to the committee that 
two large Kentucky distilleries had de- 
livered 4,000 cases of whisky to New 
York druggists on fraudulent permits 
and that no effort was made to ascer- 
tain whether there was a conspiracy in 
the transaction. Furthermore, it was 
stated in the report that John D. Ap- 
pleby, a New York prohibition agent, 
had reported to Yellowley of the enfgrce- 
ment unit that part of the profits: of 
this transaction went to the Republican 
National Committee and to “some_ of. 
the officials.’’ 

The position of the committee is that 
at present the prohibition enforcement 
unit is using up too much time trying 
to do poliee work instead of going 
after the sources whence the bootleg 
trade gets its supplies of liquor. Sen- 
ator Couzens declared the evidence is 
that the enforcement agency apparently 
prefers to do ‘‘minor police work"’ rather 
than make an effort to get at ihe svurce 
of the supply when “it was known to 
the bureau that the source éxisted."’

“New York is a far more wonderful 
city than London, more magnificent, 
greater in splendor,’’ he said.

More than 100 persons were injured 
in a panic that followed the short-cir< 
| culting of a car in a City Hall loca] on 
the Lexington Avenue subway of the 
Interborough a train's length south of 
the Grand Central station at 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Eleven of the in- 
jured were taken to hospitals, one seri- 
| ously hurt. 

At 6 o'clock last night another local 
on the same line was halted by fire at 
| Spring Street, and although 1,000 pes- 
sengers on the six-car train—many of 
them reading accounts of the earlier 
accident at the moment—became ex- 
| cited there was no trouble and no one 
was injured. 

There was a third tie-up in the subway 
between §$:16’and 8:54 o’clock last night 
when the southbound express trains on 
the Broadway-Seventh Avenue line were 
stopped after a man jumped or fell from 
the Times Square Station platform te 
the track, where he was killed. In the 
man’s coat was a bank book issued by 
the North Ward National Bank to 
Samuel Grubard. Passengers on two 
express trains were transferred to local 
trains at Fiftieth Street by the guards 
opening doors to permit them to step 
from one train to the other. 

The elevated experienced twenty- 
minute tie-up shortly after midnight 
| when the drip pan of a northbound train 
caught firé on the tracks on Eighth 
Avenue, near 110th Street. Passengers 
walked to the station on the ties after 
the power was shut off. The fire afa 
little damage. 

All of the injuries in the Grand Cen- 
tral station accident were traced direct< 
ly to the fact that women passengers 
in the train failed to remain cool, ac- 
cording to Transit Commissioner Leroy 
T. Harkness, who issued a statement 
following a thorough investigation of 
the accident. 

“Inflammatory statements such as 
Mayor Hylan gives out of the danger 
of riding on transit lines can only re- 
sult in breeding panic,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Harkness. ‘‘To what extent this 
morning’s panic is directly traceable to 
the Mayor’s wild statements no one can 
say; but it is about time that he real- 
ized that he is playing with dynamite.”’ 

Two hotels, the Vanderbilt and the 
| Park Avenue, were pressed into service 
as emergency hospitals to care for the 
injured in the morning accident. Re- 
serves from four precincts were called 
to handle the crowd that gathered at 
the Thirty-third Street and Grand Cen- 
tral stations of the subway. All service 
on the line was suspended for thirty- 
|; seven minutes. 

Panic Follows Third Report. 

The local bound south developed trouble 
shortly after Motorman Harry Post 
started it out of the Fifty-ninth Street 
stop. Lights in the train flickered and 
threatened to go out altogether as the 
train took on additional passengers at 
ithe Grand“Central station. When the 
| train pulled out it was packed. It was 
just picking up speed to take the sharp 

grade 100 yards below the station when 
| there came a blinding flash and a re- 
| port. The train jerked to a halt. The 
lights blinked, went out and came back. 

Then came a second flash, followed by 
| a sizzling sound. Suddenly dense clouds 
of smoke, black and suffocating, rolled 
up from beneath the fifth car. It bil- 
lowed in at the windows. There was @ 
third flare and report. More smoke 
gushed in at the windows. The succes- 
sion of reports and the increase of chok- 
ing fumes whipped the fears of the pas- 
sengers to panic. 

Scores of screaming 
pushing this way and that. 
| to calm them but were bowled aside as 
the frightened women milled first to- 
ward one end of the car and then toward 
the other. Meanwhile Motorman Post 
was struggling to free himself to shut 
} off the current in the third rail. He 
| was half way out of his box when the 
first rush of fear swept through the 
passengers. Those in the first car 
surged to th: forward end of it. Post 
was pinioned against the front door. He 
finally himself and, opening the 
{front door, dropped to the tracks. He 
ran back to where a purple light sig- 
| naled a shut-off box, and the danger 
of death from the power rail was ended. 
This action, however, plunged the 
| train in darkness and spurred the fear 
of the passengers. According to stories 
lof eyewitnesses women used lunch 
boxes to smash the car windows, liter- 
ally flinging themselves through the 
jagged frames of glass and falling in 
i heaps on the tracks on either side. 
| Scores of patients treated for cuts ad- 
mitted they had been received in wild 
| efforts to smash a way out. 

The train was fully manned and con- 
ductor and guards sought in vain to 
stern the panic. Finally, when they 
realized the futility of it. they opened 


the end doors and the passengers began 
to stumble and fall out on to the tracks.

When these quarters became 
crowded the Park Avenue Hotel opened 
its doors, and some of the injured were 
taken into the Caswell-Massey drug 
store at Thirty-third Street and Park 
Avenue. 

While the task of getting the passen- 

ers out of the subway was at its 

eight firemen reported to Chief Martin 
that the current had been turned on, 
seriously imperiling their lives and the 
lives of passengers making their way 
along the tracks. Martin found A. L.

But that 
was useless. Many of them became 
hysterical. As some of the men began 
to close the open windows in order to 
Prevent the smoke from coming into the 
cars many of the women crashed their 
lunch boxes against the glass.’’

Murray wasn't even crying, The man 
lifted his hat and was gone before we 
could thank him.”’ 

A. E. Westerfield of 112 Madison Ave- 
hue, another passenger, said: 

“Il was ready to get off at Thirty- 
third Street when the aceident 
happened. The sharp explosion or re- 
vort was followed by a sizzling noise. 
Vhen the door was opened I jumped 
off and went to the rear of the train, 
and helped several others off. One 
thing I noticed during the long time we 
were there, was the absence of police- 
men—I saw nobody in a uniform.

SAYS COOLIDGE REPORT 
BACKS SHIP SCRAPPING 


O’Connor Asserts That the Presi- | 


dent’s Marine Inquiry Supported 
Jinking 400 Craft. 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (#).—Chairman 
©’Connor of the Shipping Board de- 
clared in a statement today that his pro- 
posal to scrap as useless 400 idle Govern- 
ment merchant vessels was supported by 
a report which a committee of experts 
made to him last April. 

The experts, he said, 
cargo vessels, of which 302 were ‘‘lak- 
ers,"’ were in excess cf the commercial 
needs of the country, and were not re- 
quired in connection with the military 
services, 

The committee was made up of repre- 
sentatives of the War Department, Navy 
Department, Department of Commerce, 
the Shipping Board and the Fleet Cor- 
poration, and was said to have acted un- 
der the authority of the committee ap- 
pointed by the President in 1924 to 


study and make recommendations on 
matters affecting the American mer- 
chant marine. The report of the Presi- 
dent's committee was made public some 
time ago, but it did not go into detail 
on the question of scrapping. 

In the Hght of the experts’ report, 
Chairman O'Connor is understood to 
hold that no question as to maintenance 
of a suffictent naval reserve is at issue 
in the pending recommendation of the 
Shipping Board's subcommittee on 
scrapping to dispose of 200 vessels of the 
idle fleet for junking. The board’s sub- 
committee is in agreement to recom- 
mend such a policy, and is expected to 
submit its report to the full board next 
week. 

The report of the committee of ex- 
perts, Chairman O'Connor said, listed as 
eurplus vessels suitable for scrapping 
three of 10,000 deadweight tons and 
above :twenty-seven of from 9,000 to 10,- 
000 tons; fifty-five of from 8,000 to 9,000 
tons; five of from 7,000 to 8,000 tons; 129 
of less than 7,000 tons. not including 
“‘Jakers,’’ and 302 “‘lakers’’ which aver- 
age about 3,500 tone. 

“Under the assumed conditions,’’ Mr. 
O'Connor said, ‘‘this number of vessels 
represents a clear surplus which are not 
required for either the national or com- 
mercial needs of the country, which are 
expensive to maintain, which are contin- 
ually deteriorating, and which should, 
therefore, be disposed of as early as 
practicable."’

I mention this fact because of the 
discussion which has arisen with refer- 
ence to reduced train crews on express 
trains. The train involved in the acci- 
dent of this morning was fully manned, 
yet that fact did not prevent the passen- 
gers from becoming stampeded. Motor- 
man Post reported that the passengers 
in the leading car rushed out into the 
motorman’s cab and_ pinioned him 
against the front of the car until he 
could quiet them and open the door and 
help them to the track. 

“Guard Shanahan, who was located 
between the third and fourth car, re- 
ported that the passengers surged out 
and he was helpless until most of the 
passengers had left his car. He got to 
the track in time to assist the last five 
passengers out. When power was re- 
stored to the Hine the train, without pas- 
sengers, proceeded south to the City 
Hatt loop and from there was sent north 
to. the barn. 

“The Police Department's Mst of in- 
jJured included eighty-two names, 
seventy-four of whom received medial 
aid and proceeded to their homes, the 
other eight being removed to hospitals.

Cleveland Trolley Car Driver, in 
Swoon, Smashes Into Another 
Car—Ten May Die.

CLEVELAND, May 19.—Fifty passen- 
gers were injured, ten seriously, here 
today when the motorman of a Detroit 
Avenue street car fainted and his car 
crashed into a Clifton Boulevard car 
in the heart of the city. The Clifton 
car was sent bouncing across the public 
square. 

Terror spread through both cars as 
they bumped along. Passengers thrown 
from their seats by the first crash 
struggled in a mad scramble to reach 
doors and windows. Several women 
were trampled. 

As his car was pulling up to West 
Third Street to discharge passengers 
Frank Vaughn, motorman, swooned and 
fell to the platform, passengers said. 
The car was almost at a stop, but im- 
mediately its speed increased. It is be- 
lieved Vaughn swung the  controlier 
around to full speed as he collapsed.

Contract Let for Heavier Track on 
Centre Street Loop and Williams- 
burg Bridge. 


The Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit Cor- 
poration will spend nearly $2,000,000 
this year to improve, repair and re- 
construct some of its lines as the re- 
sult of action by its Board of Directors, 
it was announced yesterday at the of- 
fices of the company. Of this sum, 4p- 
proximately $1,000,000 will be spent on 
reconstruction of surface line tracks and 
in repaving in conjunction with work 
by the city, mostly in Brooklyn. 

This year’s program, it was said, in- 
volves the reconstruction of approxi- 
mately twenty miles of surface tracks, or 
nearly 10 per cent. of the company’s 
total mileage in paved streets. The ex- 
| penditure compares with $540,000 spent 
on approximately twelve miles of track 
in 1bod and $320,000 spent on seven 
miles in 1923, 

The company has just let a contract 
iealling for the expenditure of nearly 
| $500, 10 in improving its rapid transit 
| facilities on Williamsburg Bridge and in 
the Centre Street loop. The _ specifica- 
tions provide for the installation of 
track equipment of the same standard 
as that used on other parts of the com- 
pany’s subway system, in place of the 
so-called temporary equipment installed 
in 1918 and 1914, ; 

These tracks carry the most intensive 
traffic on the B. M. T. system and 
the improvement, according to the com- 
pany’s officials, is due to the thousands 
of passengers who transfer to this line 
at Canal treet because “of the delay on 
the part of the city in completing the 
Fourteenth Street-Eastern subway and 
the failure of the city to build the 
Nassau Street subway. 

The company also will spend $300,- 
000 for block and interlocking signals 
on the Fulton Street and West End 
elevated lines and for improvements in 
| the signal system on other lines.

| Maxwell, sales manager of the Ethyl 

Gasoline Corporation, is preparing to in- 
| troduce special motors for the so-called 
| ethyl or leaded gasoline which will triple 
the best mileage a gallon of gasoline will 
give today. Mr. Maxwell said those in- 
terested in the product believed the sci- 

entists would find no cause to fear any 
public health danger in its use. 

Introduction of special motors for us- 
ing the ethyl gasoline must wait, accord- 
ing to Mr. Maxwell, until the treated 
gasoline is in general use, because the 
new high-compression motors must be 

fueled with ethyl gasoline only. The 
use of ordinary gasoline soon would 
wreck them. The motorist using the 
high-compression engine must, there- 
fore, be sure of being able to get a 
supply of the leaded gasoline wherever 
he travels. 

“It has always been known that high 
compression greatly increased the effici- 
yf of gasoline,” said Mr. Maxwell. 
“We only get 2 or 3 per cent. out of 
gasoline under ordinary conditions to- 
day. If complete combustion were ob- 
tainable, one gallon of gasoline in a 
25-horsepower motor would drive an 
automobile for 350 miles. 

“This great waste of efficiency has 
been realized for a long time in the 
automotive industry. Attempts have 
been made to remedy it with high-com- 
pression engines, but, while they ob- 
tained greater oe per gallon from 
the gasoline, they also increase the 
‘knock.’ If the high-compression motors 
developed for ethyl gasoline were used 
with ordinary gasoline, the knock would

CHARGE HYLAN AIMS 
AT KENLON IN BILL 


Minority of Aldermen Report 
Against Measure Reorganiz- 
ing Standards Board. 


PRAISE FIRE CHIEF’S WORK 


Declare He Has Fought to Protect 
City and Has Withstood All 
Political Pressure. 


Charging that the purpose of the meas- 
ure is to remove from the Board’ of 
Standards and Appeals Fire Chief John 
Kenlon, ‘‘who has been non-pliable to 
politieal pressure,’’ Aldermen Wirth and 
Harvey, Republican members of the 
Committee on Local Laws of the Board 
of Aldermen, presented to the Aldermen 
yesterday a minority report opposing | 
the Municipal Assembly bill favorably 
reported by the committee’s Democratic 
majority for reorganization of the Board 
of Standards and Appeals to conform to 
Mayor Hylan’s wishes. 

The majority report was submitted to 
the Board of Aldermen in regular meet- | 
ing yesterday, but under the rules of | 
the lower branch of the Municipal As- 
sembly it must lie over one week before | 
it can be acted upon. It approves the 
consolidation and reorganization in the 
form originally recommended and re- 
jects the various amendments which the 
Citizens Union, the League of Women 
Voters and other civic bodies sought to 
have incorporated, 

Aldermen John Wirth of Brooklyn, 
minority leader, and George U. Harvey 
of Queens, both Republicans, signed and 
filed with the Aldermanic branch of the 
Municipal Assembly the minority re- 
port. 

‘The Fire Chief is held responsible for 
the fire protection of this city and 


determines what measures shall be 
taken for fire protection,’’ the report 
says, ‘‘Interference with fire preven- 
tion means increase in the cost of fire 
insurance. 

‘“‘We believe the main object of this 
bill is the removal of this splendid pub- 
lic servant, who has stood like a rock 
for the proper fire protection of this 


city. 

‘‘We believe that the Building Com- 
missioners of the five boroughs should 
removed from the board; to do 


Mayor and to weaken the borough au- 
thority. The Building Commissioners 
are appointed by the Borough Presidents 
and are not responsible to the Mayor 
while it gives the people of the several 
boroughs a local representative who 
knows their requirements. 

‘“‘All members of the present boards, 
under this bill, would go out of office 
and a new board would be appointed 
by the Mayor for six years. The Mayor 
will have the power to remove any mem- 
ber when it so pleases him. We believe 
that members should not be removed 
except on charges being Pew and 
proven. Such a board will be too easily 
influenced by politics, and should any 
member not comply with the Mayor's 
zwishes he can be instantly removed. 
Further, terms of office for all,ynem- 
bers should not terminate at the same 
time. 

“This board passed upon approxi- 
mately 3,000 cases yearly, involving 
some $50,000,000. About 80 per cent. of 
these cases relate to real property. We 
therefore suggest that @ real estate ex- 
vert should be a member of this board 
5 the place of a member requiring no 
qualifications.

I do not believe that 
the great masses of the people in our 
churches will stand for these rank and 
revolutionary departures from the faith. 

“‘Mr. Rockefeller may put his millions 
into a mighty building near Columbia 
University and Dr. Fosdick may con- 
tinue to fascinate our youth by his bril- 
liant sophistries and graces of oratory, 
but the power of God will not be there, 
just as it has not been in that pile of 
cold stones which Mr, Rockefeller 
erected and which has been called ‘“‘the 
Park Avenue Baptist Church.”

French Reverses Alleged. 


PARIS, May 19 (4).—The newspaper 
Quotidien, official organ of the Left 
bloc, devotes half a page today to a 
demand for ‘‘the truth’’ on the Moroc- 
can situation, saying: 


“All we know with certainty is that 
one cannot trust entirely either the of- 
ficial news or the unofficial news sent 
by correspondents, who are watched and 
instructed and perhaps even censored.’’ 

An article reproduced from the Cri 
Marocan tell of serious French iosses 
and of young soldiers marching past 
“a long line of caskets.’’ It declares 
that Abd-el-Krim’s forces came with- 
in thirty kilometres (about eighteen 
miles) of Fez and that tribesmen who 
had been under French control for 
eight years turned against the french. 

The newspaper says enemy groups 
even crept through the French lines and 
armed themselves from hidden stocks. 
It praises the bravery of the French 
troops in the face of surprise attacks, 
but indicates that the situation is far 
more serious than it has been allowed 
to become known. / 

Among the feats of heroism it tells 
of one French outpost where the Sene- 
galese garrison held out for eight days 
without water only to be captured in a 
renade attack by the Riffians, who 
en meanwhile, dug an underground 
passage. General Cambay’s forces are 
said to have had much bayonet fight- 
ng. 

In general the Cri Marocan condemns 
the alleged effort to prevent the news- 
papers from getting the news and says 
“it would be much better to tell the 
truth."’

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TANGIER, May 19.—There appears no | 
doubt that Abd-el-Krim intends to make | 
a main effort against the French, and | 
important contingents of Riffs continue | 
to arrive at the frontier, where the 
tribesmen are entrenching themselves. |

The length of the front and the nature 
of the country necessitate continual ac- 
tivity on the part of the French forces, |

It would be idle to pretend that the | 
situation is not causing some anxiety, 
which may best be described as difficult 
rather than dangerous. Happily, the

The Wezzan district remains quiet and 
there seems to be a distinct disinclina- 
tion on the part of the Jabala tribes of 
that region to attack the French posts. 

The Riffs are making very little use 
of their artillery, which is badly handled. 
Reports of their using airplanes are en- 
tirely without foundation. Abd-el-Krim 
is said to own two, one captured from

Although fighting is of daily occur- 
rence, and is likely to continue so, no 
very important movement seems prob- | 
able for the moment, unless the Riffs 
attack in force.. The French airmen | 
are always active and rendering very 
{important services to the artillery, while 
bombing from the air has been respon- 
sible for most of the very heavy losses 
the Riffs have suffered. 

Three French columns now have been 
uninterruptedly engaged since the fight- 
ing broke out toward the end of April, 
but strong reinforcements have reached 
them and more are continually arriving. 

The action of the Spanish troops on 
the frontier of Tangier and in the Span- 
ish zones again is causing anxiety.

GENEVA, May 19.—At the opening of 
the International Labor Conference here 
this morning President Benes, Foreign 
Minister of Czechoslovakia, stressed the 
close connection between the conference 
with the social, economic and peace ef- 
forts of the League of Nations and the 
various important national policies of 
the World. 

“In working to coordinate the eco- 
nomic efforts of States,’’ M. Benes sald, 
“and in regulating industrial competi- 
tion, in 
economic measures, and 
friction between nations, conflicts are 
dissipated in advance and an atmos- 
phere of international collobaration is 
prepared. 

“Of recent years, material disarma- 
ment has been discussed at the League 
of Nations as the condition of a durable 

eace. One of the great merits of our 
mstitution is that it prepares and 
facilitates moral disarmament, which is 
another essential condition to the peace 
of the world. Thus we are able to 
supplement the great and continual work 
of the League of Nations.’’ 

M. Benes went on to say that elght- 
hour laws, social Insurance, unemploy- 
ment insurance, &c., all must be inter- 
nationalized if the world does not wish 
to halt on the road opened by the 
League of Nations, and experience a so- 
clal regression which would be danger- 
ous from the international point of view. 

The goal of modern society, he said, 
should be to establish national associa- 
tions on the basis of variou insurance 
organizations in order that those who 
are without other resources can main- 


tain existence in the case of accidents, | 


unemployment, sickness, maternity, old 
age or invalidism. This, he said, would 
make poverty and mendicancy disappear 
from the world. 

The war, M. Benes added, by destroy- 
ing markets and impoverishing the ae 
ples of various countries, in wrecking 
exchanges and forcing unemployment, 
had slowed and handicapped the work of 
social reform which the International 
labor organization is pursuing.

American 
unwillingness to link debts and repara- 
tions is recognized and is to be observed 
in the discussion, but the French people, 
whatever the letter of the agreement, 
never will realize that German default 
does not automatically interrupt their 
own obligations.

WAR DEBT BOARD 
DIRECTING NEW MOVES 


No Division of Opinion Here, Of- 
ficials Explain—B. F. Yoakum 
Offers a 100-Year Debt Plan.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—It now ap- 
pears that while the United States 
World War Debt Commission has not 
had a formal meeting since November 
or December informal discussions have 
taken place recently between some or 
most of its members and the current 
effort to reach satisfactory refunding 


agreements with the debtor nations of 
Europe arises from these exchanges. 

This explanation was given. today 
largely on account of a special dispatch 
from the Paris correspondent of THE 
NEw YorK Times, which repeated an 
intimation of a suspicion in France that 
the State Department and the United 
States Debt Commission were not co- 
operating, but were, seemingly, having 
differences of opinion. That any such 
state of affairs existed was denied in 
an authoritative quarter, where it was 
mentioned that although the Debt Com- 
mission had not met for months three 
of its members, the Secretaries of the 
Treasury, State and Commerce, were in 
Washington and had been in consulta- 
tion, and that two of the remaining 
members, Representative Burton of 
Ohio, who fs at Geneva as Chairman of 
the American delegation at the Traffic 
in Arms Conference, and Senator Smoot 
of Utah had talked with other members 
of the Debt Commission prior to leaving 
Washington. Z 

The whole impression conveyed in au- 
thoritative quarters was that the ex- 
changes conducted by the State Depart- 
ment with debtor Governments were 
quite in accord with the views of the 
Debt Commission, informally expressed 
in oral conversations here. It became 
known also today that the current ex- 
changes with these Governments had 
the approval of President Coolidge. 

As the matter stands, according to the 
explanation given, the State Department 
is not taking its own course but is act- 





ing under the informal guidance of a 
majority of members of the Debt Com- 
mission and the approval of President 
Coolidge. If it is surprising to French 
Government officials that the State De- 
partment is serving merely as a trans- 
mitting agency of the Debt Commission 
—surprising because new to French 
ideas of procedure between nations and 
suggesting that the State Department 
is avoiding or only sharing responsibility 
for communications cerning Allied 
indebtedness to the United States—the 
answer to be made on the basis of 
present Information is that the State De- 
partment, of course, has the authority of 
its Government behind it even if its 
diplomatic communications are solely the 
reflections of the Debt Commission. 

While officials have indicated that the 
State Department is acting upon the re- 
sponsibility of the Debt Commission as 
far as its policy in dealing with debtor 
nations is concerned there has been no 
claim advanced that it desires those na- 
tions to look upon it merely as an in- 
termediary representing one branch of 
the Washington Government and not 
that Government itself.

DEATH FRAR FREES. 
AN ACCUSED SLAYER 


Six Witnesses Recant at Parish 
Trial and One Tells of Threat 
if He Appeared. 


COURT DISCHARGESACCUSED 


But He and Those Who Falled to 
identify Him Are Indicted 
for Conspiracy. 


Threats against the lives of six State 
witnesses in Jersey City were said by 
the Prosecutor yesterday to have caused 
them to swear before Judge Charles M. 
Egan and a jury in the Hudson Court 
of Oyer and Terminer that they could 
not identify Charles Parish, an alleged 
gangster, of 136 West Twenty-ninth 
Street, Bayonne, as the man who shot 
and killed Michael Healy of 3 Washing- 
ton Parkway, Bayonne, on Oct. 19 last. 
They had previously told Assistant 
Prosecutor Aloysius McMahon that Par- 


ish was the slayer. 

In view of the sedden change in the 
testimony of the witnesses, Judge Egan 
directed the jury to return a verdict of 
acquittal against Parish on the murder 
charge. ‘The Court, however, ordered 
the six recanting witnesses held in $10,- 
000 bonds each on a charge of conspir- 
acy to defeat the ends 0 justice, and 
directed that Parish be held in the same 
bait on a charge of carrying concealed 

eapons. 

Wsistant Prosecutor McMahon later 
went before the Grand Jury, which in- 
dicted the six witnesses on the conspir- 
acy charge as well as for perjury. An 
indictment also was returned against 
Parish, charging him with atrocious as- 
gault and ca ng concealed weapons. 

“We are going right ahead and try 
to clear up this situation,’’ Mr. McMa- 
hon said, ‘Parish is a desperate gun- 
man and heads a gang made up of men 
as desperate as he is. They threatened 
to kill any witness for the State who | 
identified him as Healy’s murderer, and | 

espite the statements made to us be- 
ore the trial, the threats proved effec- 
tive and the witnesses were thoroughly 
frightened for their lives. This is the 
first time we have been confronted with 
such a situation in Hudson County since 
I have been connected, with the Prose- 
cutor’s office. It is an intolerable con- 
dition and one we do not propose shall 

ontinue.”’ “ 
“The witnesses now facing indictment 
are Michael Gallagher, Nicholas . di| 
Nola, Joseph Conti, Fred Lombardi, | 
Joseph Phillips and Cornelius. O'’Don- 
nell. They were alleged to have been 
near a restaurant at Hudson Boulevard 
sand Twenty-second Street, Bayonne, at 
the time Healy was shot to death in 
the street near by. 

Judge Egan commended the work of 
Mr. McMahon in the case and urged the 
Bayonne police to start a campaign to 
clean up certain sections of that city 
which are said to have been terrorized 
by the gunmen. 

The trial yesterday, up to the point 
of its abrupt termination, was_ punc- 
tuated by clashes between Mr. McMa- 
hon and George KE. Cutley, counsel for 
the defense. Di Nola, who lives at 33 
West Fiftieth Street, Bayonne, said that 
after a subpoena had been served upon 
him a “tall fellow’’ had offered $50 to 
him to remain away from the trial, and 
had threatened that he would be 
“bumped off’ if he appeared. It was | 
Di Nola’s absence that caused the post- 
ponement of the case when it was first 
called a month ago. 

Di Nola yesterday admitted that he 
was near Parish and Healy when the 
latter was killed, and said that he saw | 
Parish run from the scene with a re- 
volver in his hand. He denied that he 
had seen the actual shooting. Di Nola 
was told to look about the court room 
and see if he could recognize Parish. 
The defendant was seated a few feet 
away side his counsel, but the wit- | 
ness ¢e#zed at him blankly and could not | 
identify him, he said. 

When questioned by Mr. McMahon as 
to how he recognized Parish running 
away from the scene of the shooting and | 
still was unable to regognize him in 
court, Di Nola said that he ,had_ met 
Parish only a short time before Healy 
was killed and that, since then, his rec- 
ollection of how Parish looked had 
faded. 


SMITH ORDERS INQUIRY

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Sale of Cows Condemned as 
Tabercular Is Charged in 
Cortland County.

Patrick J. "Walsh, an overseer in the 
Research Bureau, left tonight for Cort- 
land, where he will begin the inquiries } 
ordered by Governor Smith. The Attor- | 
ney General sent Deputy Maurice J. Ka- 
man to Cortland, 

“We should have all the facts in our 
possession in a few days,"’ the Attorney 
General said tonight. ‘“‘We will then 
act accordingly. This situation as it 
has been described to me will permit of 
no delay.”’ 

Inspectors C. W, Sheehan and Thomas 
E. Tiquin, representing the State and 
Federal Farm Bureaus also left Albany 
to take up their inquiry. The District 
Attorney of Cortland County, it is an- 
nounced, began an investigation.

Calls Some States Backward. | 


Governor Winant warned against let- 
ting one’s heart run away with one in 
child welfare work, and said that pub- 
lic education would accomplish all that 
child welfare advocates desired. Sena- 
tor Antin took issue with Governor Wi- 
nant, and asserted some States were 
still backward in child labor legislation. 

Congressman LaGuardia urged the 
conference after it succeeds in getting 
*‘a home for every child’’ to concentrate 
on the battle against child labor. 

Mr. Heckscher of the Heckscher Home 
for Children asked the conference at } 
today's session to consider the question 
whether certain infant children did not 
need the scientific medical care of in- 
stitutions as well as home environment. 
He said that he did not believe that | 
every child should be taken from every | 
institution and placed in a home. Father 
Duffy agreed with Mr. Heckscher that | 
some children should go to institutions, | 
but said that the Catholic Church put 
great stress on home and family, and 
he believed the majority of children 
should have family rather than institu- 
tional training. 

Before bringing the meeting to a close 
Senator Copeland, who some time ago 
attacked Governor Smith's leadership of 
the State Democratic Party, praised the 
Governor’s work for child welfare legis- 
lation. 

The speeches were broadcast by four- 
teen radio stations as far West as 
Davenport, Iowa. 

At yesterday morning’s session of the 
conference Dr. Hastings R. Hart of the 
Russell Sage Foundation said that thou- 
sands of children adopted by foster 
parents from foundling homes were dis- 
posed of by institution officials “as one 
would dispose of chickens or puppy 
dogs.” “I have seen crimes committed 
in the placing of children in family 
homes,” he said, “that are enough to 
make one’s blood run cold.” 

Mrs. Bennett Smith of Temple, Tex., | 
declared that children from foundling | 
homes in the East were taken to farm-| 
ing localities in the West in trainloads | 
for the sole purpose of putting them to 
hard work. She characterized this as| 
“child slavery.”’

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F. Westmore, delegate from Spokane, 
Wash., who said that very young 
children were taken in large groups to 
Northwestern States and, although le- | 
ally adopted by farmers, were taken |

BALFOUR PRAISES | 
AMERICANS IN PERSIA 


Says Financial Advisers Have 
Helped Her Toward Balanc- 
ing Budget.

LONDON, May 19.—A tribute to the 
helpfulness of American financial ad- 
visers to the Persian Government was 
paid by the Earl of Balfour in the 
House of Lords tonight. Answering an 
inquiry about the position of affairs 
in Persia, he said his information was 
that Persian finances are in a more 
favorable condition than are those of 
many more powerful nations. 

Persia has virtually balanced her 
budget, a feat due in no small measure 
to the efforts of the American financial 
advisers whom Persia called into her 
councils, he said. 

He had not the least doubt, he added, 
that there had been friction, but those 
who gave good advice about money were 
not always the most popular with those 
to whom the advice was given. Laughter 
followed this sally. 

The Anglo-Persian agreement is now 
obsolete history, and there is little use 
in reviving that controversy now, Lord 
Balfour said. Nor did he think there 
was much substance in some American 
criticisms which imply that England is 
behaving, or desired to behave, in a 
manner toward Persia which would in- 
terfere with her independence. 

Those critics might be deserving of 
respect, he continued, but clearly they 
are very ill-informed on the subject of 
Persia and the British intentions in re- 
gard to that country. He said that the 
Present Government and all British Gov- 
ernments wished to see Persia indepen- 
dent, free, and capable of being treated 
as a neighbor on equal terms, and one 
whose efficiency, civilization and power 
Great Britain justly regarded as secu- 
rity for the general position in the East 
so far as her own interests were con- 
cerned,

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MILLS ACTS UPHELD 
IN HAAG FERRY SUIT 


Supreme Court Denies Injunc- 
tion to Block Repair Con- 
tracts Without Bids. 


CLINTON DOCK CO. KEEPSJOB 


Decision by Justice Lydon Recog- 
nizes Emergency Claim and Sus- 
tains Aldermen's Resolution. 


The City Administration, and particu- 
larly William Wirt Mills, Commissioner 
of the Department of Plant and Struc- 
tures, scored a victory yesterday when 
Supreme Court Justice Lydon denied an 
application made by James Shewan & 


Son, Inc., a Brooklyn drydock concern, 
for an injunction restraining Commis- 
sioner Mills from awarding contracts 
for the repair of municipal fireboats 
amounting to more than $1,000 without 
the formality of advertising for public 
bids. 

The court also vacated a temporary 
injunction granted by Justice Guy, re- 
straining the Clinton Dry Docks, Inc., 
of which Joseph Haag Jr., a son of the 
assistant to Mayor Hylan, is an officer, 
from doing any work on the ferryboat 
Manhattan, which was sent to the Clin- 
ton company's docks on May 6 for ren- 
ovation, 

In the application for the injunction it 
was stated that favoritism was shown 
improperly to the concern because of the 
acquaintance of the Haags and Mayor 
Hylan. The charge was denied indig- 
nantly both by Mayor Hylan and Com- 
missioner Mills. 

The plaintiff sued on the ground thot 
e@, resolution of the Board of Aldermea, 
adopted May 5, permitting the Commis- 
sioner of Plant and Structures to let pri- 
vate contracts in excess of $1,000 in his 
discretion, was not legal. Commissioner 
Mills replied that the work of the Man- 
hattan was ordered as an emergency job 
and not pursuant to the resolution in 
question, which is not yet in effect. 

It has not been signed by the Wiayor. 

Commissioner Mills declared that he 
had only seven ferryboats for the Staten 
Island Service, and that it was neces- 
sary to keep five on duty constantly.

WHEELING, W. Va., May 19 (P).—A 
preliminary injunction against the

In a message of congratulation to 
Peter J. Brady, President of the Federa- | 
tion Bank of New York, the largest | 
labor bank owned by the unions of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
which celebrated the second anniversary 
of its founding at the Manhattan Opera | 
House last night, President Coolidge de- 
clared that the bank’s success was evi- 
dence that ‘‘America is neither owned 
nor controlled by a small group of rich 
men who take a disproportionate toll out 
of the earnings of the poor.”” The Presi- 
dent went on to say that the existence 
of the labor bank was also an evidence | 
of the country’s ‘‘economic democracy,” 
and that it symbolizes ‘‘the realization 
if the hope of America.”’ 

The President sent his message be- 
cause, he said, it was impossible for him 
to come himself although he wanted to 
do so. About 3,000 persons attended the 
celebration. On the platform and in the 
audience were leading bankers, officials 
of the Federal Reserve System, 
and city officials, prominent men and 
labor leaders. State Senator James J. 
Walker represented Governor Smith, 
who was unable to attend, 
Coolidge’s letter follows: 


THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Washington, April 10, 1925. 
My Dear Mr. Brady: 

it would certainly be a great pleas- 
use if I could come to New York to 
participate in your celebration of the 
second anniversary of the founding of 
the Federation Bank, but it is tmpossi- 
ble for me to do so. I should like to 
come because I am interested in the 
work you are doing. : 

It is another strong piece of evi- 
dence of the fact, which every one 
knows who makes any investigation, 
that the people of this country own 
the property of the country.

He Sees No Need to Delay Our 
Entrance for Codification 
at The Hague. 


WILL URGE SENATE ACTION 


President is Belleved Opposed to 
Borah's Suggestions, but Not 
Ready to Speak.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Washington 
is watching the developments in the in- 
ternational sphere to see whether Pres- 
ident Coolidge will be swayed by Sen- 
ator Borah and others opposed to the 
International Court of Justice, and who 
want to delay the adherence of this 
country to the court by the proposal to 
codify international law. 

Those who have been observing the 
Administration's attitude believe Sen- 
ator Borah is seeking to impress his 
personality and his views on the Pres- 
ident very strongly. They recall that 
Senator Borah became insistent several 
weeks ago for action on the foreign 
debt, and some of them see In the notes 
calling for negotiation with the debtor 
nations the shadow of Senator Borah 
over the State Department, 

Senator Borah wishes to see another 
Hague conference called, this time for 
the codification of International law, 
and have the United States refuse to 
join the World Court until this has 
been done. Senators favoring the World 
Court do not hesitate to say that this 
is a gesture to delay the Senate’s action 
on the court, if not to prevent our ad- 


herence to it altogether.

compelled to fee) their way and do the 
best they can under the circumstances 
surrounding them. Of course, mistakes 
have been made and weaknesses have 
been displayed. Inefficiency everywhere 
has developed. Evrybody knows it, the 
department acknowledges it; they are 
doing the best they can, they say, to 
correct these inefficiencies and strength- 
en the enforcement of these weak places. 

“IT have no objection at all to these 
weaknesses being pointed out, or to 
have these inefficiencies displayed.

it is to be strengthened, and that the 
department itself is constantly en- 
deavoring to do. 


“I can say this, that from the Presi- 
dent down, they have determined to 
make a tremendous effort to enforce 
prohibition in the United States, and 
they are going to use all the agencies 
at their command to enforce it to the 
limit. Then, if after it is enforced to| 
the limit, the people will not stand for 
it, it ls for the people to say so, and 
it can be modified."’ 


King Reiterates Transfer Plea. 


It was also stated by Mr. Couzens 
that the evidence indicates that Wayne 
B. Wheeler of the Anti-Saloon League 
has not had much success in having 
certain persons, whom he did not favor,

DODGE’S SON SEEKS SHARE. 


John Duval Sues in Detroit for His 
Part In Sister’s Legacy.

DETROIT, Mich., May 19. — Pleading 
that John Duval Dodge, oldest son of 
the late John F. Dodge, millionaire auto 
manufacturer, is in financial difficulties 
and without means, Alfred Lucking, at- 
torney for young Dodge, asked in Judge 
Henry S. Hulbert’s court today for an 
awarding of his client's share in the 
estate left by Ann Margaret Dodge, who 
died, at the age of 4 years and 10 
months, April 13, 1924. 

The hearing lasted through most of the 
afternoon and will be continued. Young 
Dodge is asking for a fifth share in the 
legacy of his sister, who inherited one- 
ninth of the $62,000,000 estate of the 
auto magnate.

‘SCOTCH IS REPORTED 
COMING FROM GERMANY 


25,625 Cases of It, but Whether 
Imported or Synthetic Is 
Not Known.

LONDON, May 19.—Britishers who 
risk their pounds in adventuring the 
rum blockade now maintained in Amert- 
can coastal waters may have to meet 
not only the opposition of the prohibl- 
tion navy, but subtle competition from 


Germany if a tale told here is to be be- 
lieved. The teller is a resident of Bos- 
ton who says he has an indirect connec- 
tion with certain investigating agencies 
of the United States Government. 

This man’s story is that certain Ger- 
mans, irked by the fact that no genuine 
Scotch grows in their country, are de- 
termined that the Fatherland at least | 
Shall be a source of export to the 
thirsty in America. Whether the Scotch 
is imported before it is exported he 
does not say, but some inference might | 
be drawn from recent revelations of 
German accomplishments along the line 
of synthetic chemistry. 

Wherever the Scotch came from, the 
story goes that it is now on the high 
seas—25,025 cases of it—and that by 
an ingenious scheme it is'to get by the} 
customs authoritics, masquerading as 
legitimate merchandise, only to reveal 
its real character when it gets into the 
proper hands. 

As evidence of his intimate knowledge 
of the shipment and its contents, the | 
man who brought the tale to London | 
said that the size of the packing boxes | 
was 115 by 80 by 80 centimeters. He 
offered some other details, which he 
was unwilling to have published at this 
time, and said that if American agents 
took his story seriously enough to make 
a careful search of the consignment to 
which he referred they would find the 
whisky just as he described. 

In 2,700 cases there is pottery and 
nothing but Fetters. he says. But in 
each of the 12,300 other packing boxes 
are twenty-five bottles of a potable 
beverage labeled ‘‘Scotch,’’ wherever it 
may have originated. Cases ‘‘salted’’ 
with the contraband, he says, have a 
secret mark—three dots on the top right- 
hand corner. 

The game as he explains it is to send 
the packing boxes containing pottery 
and nothing else to the Custom House 
for examination as samples of the ship- 
ment, The salted cases are to go 
straight through to a bonded warehouse, 
whence they can be withdrawn after the 
samples have been appraised in the 
Custom House and the duty has been 
paid. 

The shipment, the first of its kind 
though it is destined to be only the fore- 
runner of gigantic operations if it gets 
through, is on the steamship Margaret, 
according to the informant, who says 
that, all unknown to the master and 
crew of that 6,000 ton vessel, the 307,500 
bottles, a dozen to a case, are nestling 
snugly in big packing boxes filled with 
poitery. 

The consignment, of which the man 
who told the story professed to have 
minute details, is partly for New York 
and partly for Baltimore on consular 
invoices. 

Although he said he was indirectly 
connected with certain Federal agents, 
the informant also asserted that he had 
worked in Germany for a wealthy boot- 
legger who used to live in New Jersey 
but who is now conducting his opera- 
tions from abroad. He declared that} 
this man was interested in the ship- 
ment which he asserted was on the 
Margaret.

RUM ROW CLEANED UP. 


Coast Guard Captain Says the Boot- 
leggers Are Beaten Thoroughly. 


Complete defeat of the rum runners 
operating to and from ‘‘Rum Row,” near 
here, was claimed last night by Captain 


John Bryan, in command of Coast Guard 
Base Number 2, Stapleton, 8S. I., with 
the return of the revenue cutter Ashunec 
from a fifteen-day cruise in search of 
bootleggers. 

The officers of the Ashunec, which 

atrolled the Atlantic Coast from New 
york to New London, reported they saw 
only two rum vessels during their fifteen 
days at sea, that one of these had de- 
parted, and that in all that time they 
Saw not a single schooner put out to- 
ward ‘‘Rum Row.”’ ’ 

“The bootleggers are licked,’’ said 
Captain Bryan. ‘‘There awre-fewer boats 
in Rum Row now than ever before. 
They’re starved out. The Ashuneec did 
not see a boat to chase and did not fire 
a single shot in the entire fifteen days. 
Even the boat there now is expected to 
leave because she is being watched so 
closely she cannot do business with any- 
one, and we shall continue patrolling 
the coast so other vessels will have no 
better luck.’’ 

The vessel reported in “‘Rum Row’”’ 
now was said by officers of the Ashunec 
to be a German boat, the Walter Holter- 
man, which is lying forty miles south 
of Sandy Hook. The second vessel seen 
there was a French steamer, which left 
a week ago. The Walter Holterman, it 
was sald at the Coast Guard Base, is 
watched by the revenue cutter Manhat- 
tan and four 75-foot picket boats, which 
relieved the Ashunec when that vessel 
had to put in for supplies. 

The revenue cutters Seneca and Tala- 
posa, which came in Monday for sup- 
plies, put cut again last night to patrol 
the coast and was followed by ten 
pickets, which relieved twelve similar 
vesselg which came in during the day, 
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TEST MACMILLAN PLANES. 


Navy Men Try Out Landing Gear 
for Flight to Pole. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 19 (4 .—The 
double landing gear of the two naval air- 
planes which are to carry part of the 
Macmillan polar expedition northward 
this Summer had a thorough tryout to- 
day under personal supervision of their 
designer and builder, Grover Loening of 
New York. 

The big craft are amphibian, and both 
the earth and water landing apparatus, 
alternated by electric controls, were 
tested by naval aviators. Lieut. Com- 
mander Byrd, who will be commanding 
flier of the expedition, came from Wash- 
ington to witness the performance. 
Other tests of radio apparatus and aux~- 
iMaries will be made later. 

The third of the polar planes will ar 
rive here for testing June 1.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—American 
business men tonight, attending the meet- 
ing of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, surveyed world conditions, 
the working out of the economic system 
of war-stricken countries of Europe, and 
pronounced them improving, as _ evi- 
denced by the adoption of the Dawes 
plah and the British return to the gold 
standard. 

Furthermore, eminent speakers of the 
business world intimately acquainted 
with the European situation struck a 
new note by predicting that extension of 
international business and payment of 
German reparations will go hand in 
hand, Germany supplying the basic com- 
modities for expansion in undeveloped 
areas of the world. 

Creditor nations thus would receive 
goods on reparations account and would 
be enabled to float loans to finance the 
balance of the operations. America’s 
part would be to supply capital for such 
overseas investments.

MODERATOR DEFINES 
PRESBYTERIAN ISSUE 


It Is ‘New Testament Christianity’ 


Versus ‘Pseudo Man-Made Chris- 
tianity,’ Dr. Macartney Says. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 19 (#).—The 
direct issue before the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church of the 
United States of America, starting here 
Thursday, is between the “Christianity 
of the New Testament and a pseudo 
man-made Christianity without power 
to deliver or save,’’ Dr. C. E. Macart- 
ney, Moderator of the Assembly, de- 
clared in a statement today upon his 
arrival. 

Arraigning Modernists, Dr. Macartney 
said ‘‘no one who holds loose or modern- 
istic views has the remotest chance” of 
being elected Moderator. 


“The proudest title the Presbyterian 
Church bears,’’ he said, “is that of ‘wit- 
nessing church.’ 

“Grave issues are before the General 
een. and throughout the Church 
the feeling has been steadily growing 
that the hour has struck for a great 
witness to Jesus Christ and his King- 
dom. In its purpose to make this wit- 
ness, the Presbyterian Church is confi- 
dent of the prayers and fraternal salu- 
tations of all evangelical churches and 
all Christians who follow Jesus Christ 
as Lord and Redeemer.”’ 

Dr. Charles R. Erdman of Princeton, 
who is seeking the office of Moderator 
on a stand of not taking any compre- 
hensive drastic action against liberals, 
said he was not associated with any par- 
ticular group. 

“I believe,” he said, ‘‘that all contro-~ 
versies can be settled quietly in accord- 
ance with our Church laws.’’ 

The main purpose of the Assembly, 
Dr. Erdman declared, ‘‘is the further- 
ance of the evangelical and missionary 
work of the Church.’’

There is a desire to know the extent to} 
which the commission will be influenced 
in its decisions on merger proposals by 
the financial deals, which include bank- 
ers’ commissions, the price paid for a 
controlling interest in stocks necessary | 
to put through the merger and the 
treatment of all groups of stockholders 
whose interests might be involved. 

Apparently a showdown on this issue 
is now to come. It was indicated today | 
that al) interested groups would have 
unrestricted opportunity to place their 
contentions before the commission, and 
also that the findings of the majority 
and the minority of the commission in 
the Nickel Plate proposal would reveal 
the attitude of the individual Commis- 
sioners on the points at issue, so that 
proponents of other mergers might ‘have 
definite information to guide them.

WOODWARD ACQUITTED 
ON KIDNAPPING CHARGE 


Crowd Cheers Vermont Farmhand 
as He Is Held on $50 Bail for 
Trial for Blanket Theft.

Children and Tuberculosis. 
Zo the Editor of The New York Times: 

More and more in carrying on the work 
that we are trying to do in this community 
are we impressed with the great need for 
exercising special care in respect to young 
children—and as to their food in particular. 

Whole milk contains an abundance of ani- 
mal protein, minerals and the growth-regu- 
lating substances besides fat and sugar, Ne 
other single foodstuff is therefore so im- 
portant in infancy and childhood. 

The important articles of food in childhood 
are these: Whole milk, eggs, butter, green 
vegetables, especially leaf vegetables, and 
fresh fruits, starchy foods (whole wheat 
bread, cereals, potato, rice) which are the 
principal sources of energy but are not 
growth foods. To these four essentials it 
is desirable to add: Some meat, including 
fish and fowl, 

Children crave sweets and they should be 
given these, especially for dessert, as simple 
puddings, custards, home-made ice cream, 
fruit, jellies or simple candy. Sweets be- 
tween meals mean bad “‘tummies’’ and bad 


Registered teeth. 


Fruits should appear daily in the diet of 
the child—fruit julces for the baby, stewed 
apples or prune pulp later in infancy. Raw 
(at first scraped), oranges, ripe 
peaches and any cooked fruit may be given 
to the older child. Bananas are not fit 
food for a child unless the skin is brown 
or the banana is cooked. 

Two excellent ‘‘slogans” respecting child 
feeding are these: ‘‘The full dinner plate 
and then the clean dinner plate’: “Plenty 


at meal time and nothing between meals.”’

WASHINGTON, May 19 ((#).)—With 
the full splendor of military honors due 
his rank and valor, Lieut. Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, veteran among veterans, was 
laid at rest today amid the comrades of 
many brave days who keep their last 
watch together in Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

Long ago, before his active army life 
had ended, the gallant soldier stood upon 
the promontory that juts out beneath 
ramparts of sacs at old Fort Myer in 
the Virginia hills and looked down across 
the river to the tree-sheltered city be- 
yond. He willed it then that his last 
sleep should be upon that quiet slope, 
and tonight his wish has been realized. 

Aside from the high military honors 
befitting his place in the service he 
loved, the funeral rites were simple. It 
remained for the army, navy and Marine 
Corps, trooping in escort with columns 
of trudging, sun-browned lads, 2,500 in 
all, to testify to the tradition of sturdy 
loyalty to the flag he had handed on to

“MIXES FICTION AND FANCY” 


Long Island Park Commission's

Pregnant With Admissions.”

ALBANY, N. Y., May 19.—In a re- 
. joinder to the statement of Governor 


Smith respecting the administration of 
the Long Island Park Commission, At- 
torney General Ottinger charged tonight 
that the Governor “‘persistently pursued 
the policy of attempting to cripple the 
Republican Attorney General's office."’ 

“The Governor in his typical Smith- 
sonian statement, which is a mixture of 
fiction and fancy to sult his purpose, 
has given vent to an utterance of one 
of his half truths with which he so fre- 
quently misleads the people,”” said Mr. 
Ottinger. ‘“‘His criticism at the delay 
caused in the Attorney General's office 
with reference to park matters {gs the 
criticlam of my predecessor, but as he 
happened to be a Democrat no one ever 
heard an utterance by Governor Smith 
during his Administration. 

‘The program and policy which I have 
enunciated, and for which I am reapon- 
sible, is one which will sweep aside all 


past precedents for the purpose of doing 
justice to the property owner whose 
property is taken and to pay him prop- 
erly for the taking. That constructive 
program Governor Smith has not dared 
to criticize. 

“‘I do not concern myself with matters 


of legislation, but the Thayer bill, which 
Governor Smith disingenuously asserts 
was passed for patronage purposes, was 
approved by such men as J. D. Pratt 
White, ex-Judge Clearwater and Justice 
Staley. Any insinuation that I am in- 
terested directly or indirectly with any 
question of patronage when it concerns 
the people's parks is an utterly base 
falsehood, wantonly stated for the pur- | 
pose of hiding a political smoke screen. | 

“The Governor intimates that this | 
matter is noné of my business. Under 
the executive law, and as the chief law 
officer of the State, I have ‘charge and 
control of all legal business of the de- 
partments and bureaus of the State.’ fF 
intend to assume responsibility regard- 
lass of petty interference with it by 
any other executive officers. 

“‘'The Governor himself in his message 
to the Legislature of Jan. 26, 1925, stated 
it better than I can when he sald: ‘It 
has been suggested that land titles be 
approved by counsel to the several Park | 
Commissions and not by the Attorney | 


General. I am unwilling to make such | 
a recommendation because I feel that the 


“Attorney General is the officer desig- 


nated by the Constitution to advise on 
such matters. * * ® 

“The Governor has persistently pur- 
sued the policy of attempting to cripple 
the Republican Attorney General’s office, 
as is evidenced by obstructions thrown 
in my way in my attempt to prosecute 
frauds committed by bucke® shops and 
his attempt to force trusted employes 
into a civil service classification, which 
attempt has been thwarted by the courts.

Filer Buried to Waist but Unhurt— 
Machine Wrecked 3 Miles Away. 


PERTH AMBOY, N. J., May 19.— 
When a strut gave way on his second- 
hand airplane as he was 400 feet over

GERMANS WHO SPIED 
FOR US SETTLE HERE 


|Grothe, Captured Flier, Who 
| Aided Our Army, Is Now Suc- 
| cessful in Business. 


FEARED REVENGE ON HIM 


With Scholtze, Another "risoner in 
Our Service, He Changed His 
Name and Began Life Anew. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 19,.—Alvin Grothe, 
a young German pilot aviator whose 
plane was shot down behind the Amerti- 
can battle lines in 1918 and who sub- 
sequently became a spy for the Ameri- 
can Army Intelligence Service among 
German prisoners, has settled down in 
a large city of the United States, under 
an assumed name, and is becoming a 
man of some affairs. 

Although strong efforts have been 
made by persons both in this country 
and in Germany to learn what became 


of Alvin Grothe and why he was sud- 
denly swallowed up in mystery, his tran- 
sition to a new personaiity has been 
carefully guarded by an American army 
officer, who became his friend and ad- 
viser after Grothe came to this coun- 
try on board the transport Agamemnon 
in 1919. 

At that time, the aviator, who had 
turned his back on his country, feared 
so for his life that he insisted that he 
and Alfred Scholtze, a lance corporal 
who had likewise become a traitor to 
the German cause, be brought here for 
safekeeping. Both men lived in con- 
stant dread that the German Secret 
Service would somehow reach them at 
the cost. of their lives, 

About the middle of 1919, dispatches 
sent here from abroad hinted that two 
officers of high rank in the German 
army, who had been captured while 
trying to raid the American trenches, 
had volunteermd to aid the American 
cause as spies. 


Mapped Foe’s Batteries at St. Mihiel. 


At the time of the St. Mihiel drive, 
Scholtze was supposed to have sketched 


from memory a map of the German 
batteries with the result that the Ameri- 
can artillery put these German guns out 
of commission, 

So much mystery was thrown about 
the two men, who were definitely placed 
as coming here on the Agamemnon, that 
finally Brig. Gen. Marlborough Church- 
il, then Director of Military Intelli- 
gence, inade this off.cial statement: 

“Alfred Scholtze, Lance Corporal, 
Eleventh Company, Third Battalion, 
398th Infantry, captured near Xivray- 
Malvoison, France, Sept. 2, 1918, and 
Alvin Grothe, pilot aviator, who was 
captured Oct. 18, 1918, in the Argonne- 
Meuse offensive, volunteered to assist 
the officer in charge of prisoners and 
documents of the first army in his work. 
Their services were accepted and they 
proved very useful. 

“On account of the valuable services 
rendered the requests of these prisoners 
to be sent to the United States were 
granted. They will be kept in confine- 
ment as prisoners of war for the pres- 
ent. Their final disposition necessarily 
depends upon the part of the treaty 
with Germany relatin~ to the repatria- 
tion of prisoners of war.,"’ 

Secrecy was thrown about the pris- 
oners when they arrived at Hoboken, 
but it was learned today that they were 
taken to military posts in the United 
States and retained there until the 
treaty with Germany was signed in 
March, 1921. 

From that time on the War Depart- 
ment had no connection with the two 
men and they were free to do as they 
pleased, but they elected to remain in 
the United States, still dreading what 
fate might be in store for them if they 
return to Germany. 


Both Opposed to Imperial Germany, 


Scholtze in his early 20s was said 
to have been a Heidelberg student and 
Grothe a young man of education. Both 
had socialistic views that aligned them 
against the old German imperial régime. 

After their release they turned for aid 
and advice to an army officer who has 


been in close association with them 
while they were still prisoners. He 
guided them both into employment and 
looked after them in a general way. He 
has always declined to reveal their cir- 
cumstances when inquiries were made at 
the War Department. Some of these 
questions came direct from Germany, 
and although written in an ap arently 
innocent fashion probably concealed an 
evil intent, so this officer believed. 
Scholtze has been somewhat lost sight 
of, but Grothe is now prospering and is 
said to be much in love with the United 
States. He speaks English well and he 
has made friends among associates who 
are unaware of his former career. He 
has no intention of ever returning to 
Germany. 
A former sergeant, who had been 
assigned to the intelligence branch, said 
he had worked for months with the two 
prisoners. He told how Scholtze was 
captured during a raid on the American 
trenches before the St. Mihiel drive. 
After Scholtze volunteered to help the 
Intelligence Division he was put into 
plain clothes and posed as a civilian in- 
| terpreter. Scholtze and Grothe, dressed 
as German officers or enlisted men, 
were sent into the prison cages to ob- 
tain information from the captured men.

MRS. GEISEN-YOLK 
REPORTED INDICTED 


Grand Jury Sees Child She Is 
Alleged to Have Exchanged 
for Steven Angerer. 


ANOTHER INQUIRY STILL ON 


Baby Substitution Arraignment Is 
Delayed for Lack of Precedent 
in General Sessions. 


The regular May Grand Jury was re- 
ported yosterday to have voted an in- 
dictment against Mrs. Helen Auguste 
Geisen-Volk, proprietor of the infanto- 
rium at 235 East Eighty-sixth Street, 


charging her with substituting the in- | 


fant child of Mrs. Mary Shimkus two 
weeks ago for the baby of Willlam An- 
gerer when Angerer called at her place 
for his child. The additional May Grand 
Jury has under inquiry the allegation 
that another infant, William Winters, 
died of a fracture of the skull received 
in the infantorium, instead of from 
heart disease, as Mrs. Geisen-Volk was 
reported to have stated when a burial 
permit was issued. 

Steven William Angerer, baby of the 
man who brought about the investiga- 
tion, never has been returned to his 
parents. If convicted of baby substitu- 
tion Mrs. Geisen-Volk would be liable 
to seven years’ imprisonment. Mrs. 
Mary Shimkus, mother of the child said 
to have been delivered to Angerer, was 
among the witnesses before the Grand 
Jury. Others were Dr. Elmer W. Smith 
of 344 West 145th Street, Esther Garret 
and Margy Lossee, attendants at the 
Geisen-Volk establishment, and William 
Pisarra, chief of agents of the Chil- 
dren's Society. 

Mrs. Shimkus brought her child into 
the Grand Jury chamber and was un- 
derstood to have shown the jurors that 
the baby did not bear a scar which, Dr. 
Smith testified, was.the result of an 
operation on the Angerer child. The at- 
tendants and Pisarra told of conditions 
at the infantorium up to the time the 
authorities raided the place and placed 
Mrs, Geisen-Volk under arrest. She is 
under $35,000 bail in the Jefferson 
Market Women’s Prison as a result of 
her arraignment two weeks ago. 

Mrs. Geisen-Volk will not be ar- 
raigned on the indictment for several 
days, because Assistant District Attor- 
neys Ryan and Hastings will devote 
that time to drawing up the indictment 
with great care before it is handed up 
in General Sessions. No precedent for 
such a bill has been found in the 
archives of that court. 

Among the witnesses called before the 
additional Grand Jury in the homicide 
investigation was Mrs. Alphonse Halm 
of 1,626 Third Avenue, who formerly 
was employed in the infantorlum. The 
prosecutors would not reveal her connec- 
tion with the case. Other witnesses 
were Dr. Charles S. Cassasa, Assistant 
Medical Examiner, who signed the death 
certificate for the Winters child, and 
Detective Winkelman of the Homicide 
Squad, who was in charge of the recent 
exhumation of the child in Calvary 
Cemtery, preliminary to the autopsy 
which established that death was caused 
by a broken skull. :

FOR FEDERAL RADIO CENTRE 


Government Officials Say Fort Leav- 
enworth Will Have Four Stations. 


FORT LEAVENWORTH, Kan., May 
19 ().—This former outpost of the army 
{s destined to become the Government 
radio centre of the United States, it was 
announced today. In addition to the ten 
kilowatt transmitter now in use at the 
fort, a five kilowatt station has been 
completed and two more stations, one of 
which will have a power of thirty kilo- 
watts, are under construction. 

When completed, the four transmitters 
will be operated from the same building 
and will radiocast all messages from 
the fort by remote control from the 
same room.

“For the current year we are spend-| 
ing for the unfortunate and dependent, 
which includes hospitals, charitable in- | 
stitutions, child welfare, and so forth, 
24,400,000, exclusive of interest. In, 
round figures, this is three times what | 
We spent in 1899. 

“The ideal way to help people finan- 
cially is to extend that help as nearly | 
as possible in the way it would be ex-| 
tended by a wise and kindly neighbor | 
who had the financial ability. It may) 
be exceedingly difficult for any public | 
authority to approximate the attitude 
of the Kindly neighbor, but we should | 
not delude ourselves by measuring tlie | 
value of the service rendered by the 
amount of money spent. Sometimes the 
. Value of service rendered is inversely in | 
proportion to the amount of money 
spent. 

“There has been a tendency of late to} 
avoid the use of the word ‘charity’ in- 
connection with public expenditures, Let | 
us be careful that we do not make our | 
service less charitable when we drop the 
word. Charity sums all the virtues of 
service.”’ | 

On the subject of children, Mr. Purdy 
said that the weak-minded child may 
be trained to be a successful citizen 
if the training begins when he is young 
and is carried on by the right people.

LONDON, May 19.—Judgment in a 
case of considerable interest to bankers 
and others was delivered yesterday by 
Mr. Justice Roche, the plaintiff being 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York. The company entered a claim on 


the basis of Messrs. Van Den Bergh’s | 


declaration that a guarantee given in 
September, 1920, whereby the defendants 
guaranteed payment to plaintiffs of all 
advances and charges made or incurred 
by plaintiffs in respect of a confirmed, 
irrevocable credit opened by the Guar- 


anty Trust Company in favor of E, A. 
Stevenson & Co. of New York for 
£200,000 was valid and subsisting. 

Alternatively the plaintiffs made a 
claim against the chartered Bank of! 
India and the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation under alleged agree- 
ments of guarantee. The Judge decided 
that action in favor of the Guranty?Trust 
Company against the Van Den Bergs and 
said it was unnecessary for him to de- 
cide on the question as affecting the two 
banks. Technical objections were raited 
by the Van Den Bergns to certain docu- 
ments in the case, but the Judge held 
the objections to the documents failed 
as a matter of fact and that the Van 
Den Berghs were liable to the Guaranty 
Trust Company.

WILL BEGIN WORK THIS FALL 


No Revolution In the Industry Is 
* Contemplated—Companies Seek 
Only to Improve the Field. 


The Victor Talking Machine Company 
announced last night that it would go 
into the radio business in the Fall, 
working in conjunction with the Radio 
Corporation of America, 

J. G. Paine, counsel for the Victor 
company, surrounded by fifty leaders 
of the radio and phonograph industries, 
told the plans of the Victor company at 
a dinner given last night by the phono- 
graph company at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania,

Mr. Paine said that by special ar- 
rangement and in collaboration with the 
Radio Corporation of America, the Vic- 
tor Talking Machine Company, this Fall, 
will market Victrola instruments com- 
bined with the newest and most highly 
developed superheterodyne receiving set 
which can be manufactured under the 
Radio Corporation's patents. 

“There are two services which the 
talking machine performs which radio 
does not,” Mr. Paine continued. ‘‘Simi- 
larly there are services which radio 
performs and the talking machine does 
not. To take an obvious example, when 
one hears a remarkably fine performance 
through the phonograph he may repeat 
it as often as he pleases—the same artist, 
the same song, the same quality. One 
may hear the most excellent perform- 
ances on the radio but he may never 
hear the same pro m again by the 
same artist under the same conditions. 
That is the part played by the talking 
machine. 

“On the other hand a great speech, 
sermon or football game have their high- 
est interest at the moment of their giv- 
ing. That is the part radio plays.” 

Mr. Paine said that the Victor Com- 
pany plans to take a part in actual 
broadcasting. ‘‘It is not our intention 
to withhold great voices or great artists 
from the air,’”’ he said, ‘‘but this phase 
of the situation is hot without difficul- 
ties. A first requisite is that artists 
will be willing to cooperate and cooper- 
ate at such compensation as may 
commercially practicable. 

No statement was ae a ge last 
night from the officials of the Victor 
Company whether or not their artists 
would resume broadcasting in the Fall 
through WEAF, the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company's station and 
transm tters connected 


last Winter. It was stated on good 
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authority that the broadcasting next 
Winter would be done a WIZ, 
the Radio Corporation’s station atop 
Aeolian Hall and a chain of allied 
transmitters, including several operated 
by the General Electric Company and 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Company. 

vid Sarnoff, Vice President and 
General Manager of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, said: ‘‘It has not been 
easy to draw up a contract covering 
two such rapidly developing arts. Both 
are on the threshold of development; 
however, no revolutionary plans are in 
sight. Nevertheless, no standard ap- 
paratus today includes final develop- 
ments in radio. 

An engineer of the Radio Corporation 
of America said that there would be 
nothing radically new or revolutionary 
in the combination machine, but that 
it would include the same catacomb and 
parts used in the standard Radiola su- 
per-heterodyne. It will not make other 
sets in use obsolete. 

Among those present to hear the an- 
nouncement were: E. R. F. Johnston, 
Vice President of the Victor Talking 
Machine Company; C. Q. Childs, advis- 
ory director; General Guy FE. Tripp, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
turing Company; H. P. Davis, Vice 
President of that company, and Dr. A. 
N. Goldsmith, chief broadcast engineer 
of the Radio Corporation of America. 

The Radio Corporation of America has 
been supplying the radio equipment for 
the Brunswick-Balke-Collender Com- 
pany for over a year. The super-hetero- 
dyne has been included in the Bruns- 
wick combination machine. J. L. Ber- 
nard of the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica said that they would continue to 
manufacture sets for the Brunswick 
Company.

SAYS RATES ARE TOO LOW 


Declares Costs Have Increased Dis- 
proportionately Since War—Ex- 
pects Situation to Improve. 


Directors of the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, meeting 
yesterday at Boston, declared a quarter- 
ly dividend of $1 a share on the capital 
stock instead of the $2 per quarter 
hitherto allowed. The per annum rate 
to stockholders thus is cut from $8 to 
$4 a share. The $1 dividend is payable

The reduction was explained by Presi- 
dent Matt B. Jones in a statement as 
being due to the fact that earnings for | 
the second quarter of the year would 
be inadequate to pay the old rate, “even 
when added to the remaining surplus 
which must be used to pay the divi- 
dend.” The question of future dividends, 
he said, would be dtermined by the 
current earnings. 

“The directors believe, however,” 


President Jones said, “that this is not 
a time for hasty action by stockholders 
and desire that each of you (the stock- 
holders) shall be advised as to the facts 
in order that there shall be no misun- 
derstanding as to the situation. 

“Your company is sound in financial 
structure and in the efficiency and 
economy of its operations, and our pres- 
ent situation results entirely from the 
inadequacy of our rates, which have in- 
creased only about 15 per cent. above 

re-war levels, although labor costs 

ave doubled and prices generally aver- 
age 60 per cent. above the pre-war 
levels. 

“Your directors have already taken 
the steps necessary to secure higher 
rates and in some of our States the 
company has already presented its 
proof as to their reasonableness. A 
reasonable opportunity for investigation 
by public authority is necessary, but 
we believe that our present situation is 
temporary. 

“It will be the policy of the company 
to resume the payment of dividends at 
the usual rate of 8 per cent. as soon as 
possible. We therefore advise you not 
to needlessly sacrifice your stock, but 
to be patient during the time necessarily 
involved in the proceedings now under 
way.” : 

The New England company is one of 
the associated systems of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company.

Columbia Gas and Electric 
President Deplores Fixing 
of Unfair Rates. 


CONSIDERS SERVICE FIRST 


Tells Natural Gas Association It Is 
More Important Than 
Price.

* ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 19.— 
Public utilities generally throughout 
the country are menaced by agitators 
who seek political promotion or selfish 
gain by arousing unwarranted an- 
tagonism on the part of consumers, ac- 
cording to P. G. Gossler, President of 
the Columbia Gas and Electric Com- 
pany of New York City, in an address 
here today at the twentieth annual meet- 
ing of the Natural Gas Association of 
America on the Steel Pier. The sessions 
close Thursday. 

“The interests of the utility and con- 
Bumer,’’ he said, ‘‘are mutual. A de- 
Nberate policy of fixing rates at a point 
where the utility is forced to resort to 
the courts for protection is too often 
being adopted by those who are charged 
with the duty of fixing fair and rea- 
sonable rates, but who evade the re- 
sponsibility for purposes of political pro- 
motion or selfish gain. 

“There are always some people in 
each community who are anxious to get 
into the limelight as fighting for the 
people against corporate interests. Some- 
times they are officeholders, but more 
often they appear as representing civic 
associations in which they are active. 
The information they have is usually 
inaccurate and misleading, but they 
obtain hearing and their representations 
often carry considerable weight with 
the public because of the extravagant 
character of the claims they present. 

“It would be absolutely fatal to the 
interests of the public if such people

“Due to agitators, intelligent people | 
too often feel that public service com- 
panies would like to make their cherges 
as high as possible. As a matter of 
fact, rates which are too high are just 
as injurious to the company as to the 
consumer. High rates discourage full use 
of the service. 

‘“‘The public are led to believe too of- 
ten that the first consideration in pub- 
lic utility service is the question of 
rates. There must be an absolute re- 
versal of this theory if the true inter- 
ests of the public are to be served, 

“The first consideration is good ser- 
vice, adequate and reliable, and with full 
protection against contingencies. It is 
more expensive to pay a low price for 
poor quality service than to pay a fair 
and higher price for the best quality 
service.” “ 

In his annual address John B. Corrin 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., President of the as- 
sociation, declared that the natural gas 
industry had become a firmly estab- 
lished institution. Higher rates, he said, 
had stopped the great waste of natural 
gas by consumers. He also urged coop- 
erative effort toward presenting the 
roblems of the industry fairly before 
he people.

American Railway Association today 
placed the approximate exenditures for 
1925 an Class 1 carriers for these pur- 
poses at $750,000,000, including $410,000,- 
000 guthorized but not expended last 
year. More than $157,000,000 already 
has been spent this year, the figures in- 
dicated. 

The totals compare with $874,743,000 
expended in 1924 and $1,059,149,000 in 
1923 by the same roads. 

Operations in 1924, the association as- 
serted, were accomplished with the 
greatest efficiency on record, the cost 
being 8 per cent. less than in 1923. Con- 
siderable saving, it was asserted, was 
made in the more efficient use of coal, 
$39,022,000 being conserved in this man- 
ner alone. Payments on damage claims 
by Class 1 carriers were placed at $41,- 
381,000, a decreased compared with 1920 
of $78,452,127. 

The railroads asserted they had re- 
turned a large part of the benefits from 
increased economies to the public in the 
shape of reduced freight rates. They 
placed this item at $618,000,000 in 1924, 
as compared with 1921 rates. 

Return on property of the roads for 
the first three months of 1925 was given 
as 4.48 per cent. on what the association 
termed “actual value,’’ and as 5.21 per 
cent, on the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission tentative valuation. This com- 


pared with 4.61 per cent. and 5.33 per 
cent., respectively, for the first quarter 
last year.

C. & 0. WON'T INCREASE 
DIVIDEND ON COMMON 


Sach Action Might Violate Condi- 
tions of Unification Plan, 


Harahan Says. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CLEVELAND, May 19.—W, J. Hara- 
han, President of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
and Hocking Valley Railroads made the 
following statement at the close of the 
directors’ meetings today: 

‘“‘The Board of Directors at its meeting 
held today declared a dividend upon the 
common stock on. the same basis that 
dividends were being paid on said stock 
at the time plans were perfected for the 
unification of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
with the Nickel Plate, Hocking Valley, 
Pere Marquette and the Erle. The 
Board of Directors had before it requests 
of certain stockholders that the common 
stock dividend be increased and in re- 
sponse to such requests and that the 
position of the directors may be known, 
this statement is made that all persons 
interested may have an understanding 
of the situation as the directors see it. 

‘The directors of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio, supported by the proper vote of} 
its stockholders, have approved the uni- | 
fication plan and the necessary legal | 
proceedings for the ace somplishment | 
thereof, so far as the directors and 
stockholders are concerned, are com- | 
pleted. Such proceedings and the action | 
contemplated thereby are now under re- 
view in the courts and In the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The unification 
plan implies, both in law and business | 
morals, that the properties shall come} 
together on the basis of their respective | 
values and usefulness existing as of the 
time upon which an agreement was had 
as to the terms of the unification, sub- 
ject only to changes occurring in the 
usual and ordinary course of business. 
In the opinion of the directors this in- 
volves the continuance not only on the 
part of the Chesapeake & Ohio, but on 
the part of the other roads involved, of 
the dividend policy pertaining at the 
time thep lan was agreed upon, or at 
least that dividends be not increased. 

“A departure from this well estab- 
lished business principle through an in- 
crease of the Chesapeake & Ohio com- 
mon stock divedend might possibly be 
construed by the other roads which have 
ratified the plan as a breach of the 
conditions upon which the unification 
Was agreed to and leave the way open 
for withdrawal from the plan or change 
in dividend rates on their part. 

‘In view of this situation it does not 
appear to the directors necessary or 
proper to make any explanation as to 
some of the reasons for the handsome 
earnings showing which the Chesapeake 
& Ohio made during the past twelve 
months, It must be remembered that if, 
all things considered, the Chesapeake & 
Ohio could now afford to increase the 
dividend on the common stock, the 
money retained through failure to in- 
crease such dividend remains in the 
treasury of the company subject to divi- 
dend declaration, as the declaration of 
dividends is a matter in the discretion 
of the directors. We trust that all stock- 
holders will feel that such discretion will 
be exercised in a manner which will evi- 
dence not only the rights of the com- 
pany’s stockholders, but the company's 
obligations under agreements formally 
approved by the directors and stock- 
holders.”’

981,370 Used for Revenue 
Freight During the Week of 
May 9, Railroads Report. 


72,183 GAIN OVER LAST YEAR 


Largest Weekly Loadings for All 
Time Were 1,112,345 Cars 
in October, 1924.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—-The car ger- 

ce division of the American Railway 
Association announced today that load- 
ing of revenue freight for the week of 
May 9 totaled 981,370 cars, considerably 
in excess of the corresponding week in 
any previous year, according to reports 
filed today by the railroads with the 
car service division of the American 
Railway Association. 

This was an increase of 72,183 cars 
over the corresponding week last year 
and 6,629 cars in excess of the cor- 
responding week in 1923. Compared with 
the preceding week this year, the total 
for the week of May 9 was an increase 
of 19,659 cars. 

Losses were shown in live stock, coke, 
forest products and miscellaneous 
freight loadings, but increases over the 
week before, however, were reported in 
grain and grain products, coal, ore and 


merchandise and less than carload lot 
freight. 

Revenue freight loadings for the first 
nineteen weeks of this year—Jan. 1 to 
May 9 inclusive—was the greatest on 
record for that period, amounting to 
17,449,978 cars. This was an increase of | 
541,984 cars, or 3.2 per cent., over the 
corresponding period last year and of 
432,614 cars, or 2.5 per cent., over the 
1923 period. 


Ore Loadings Increased. 


Ore loadings for the week of May 9} 
totaled 64,664 cars, an increase of 5,518 
cars over the preceding week, of 19,425) 


cars above the same week last year and 
of 5,048 cars over the same period two 
years ago. 

Loading of merchandise and less than 





carload freight amounted to 260,658 cars, 
an increase of 849 over the week before, 
11,550 over the corresponding week last 
year and 17,044 over the corresponding 
week in 1923. 

Miscellaneous freight loading totaled 
352,399 cars, a decrease of 6,370 from 
the week before, but an increase of 
31,018 cars over the same week last 
year and 6,743 cars over the same week 
wo years ago. 

Forest products loading totaled 76,484 
cars, 1,970 cars below the week before, 
but 2,728 cars above last year’s and 
2,056 cars above the corresponding week 
two years ago. 

Grain and grain products loading 
amounted to 35,915 cars, an increase 
of 57 cars over the week before, but 
5,584 under the same week last year. 
It was, however, an increase of 3,936 
cars over two years ago. In the West- 
ern districts alone grain and. grain 
products loading totaled 19,840 cars, or 
3,704 cars under the corresponding week 
last year. 


Less Live Stock Loaded. 


Live stock loading for the week totaled 
27,648 cars, a decrease of 2,690 from the 
week before and 4,392 cars below the 
corresponding week last year, as well as 


1,397 cars under the same week two 
years ago. In the Western districts 

21,216 cars were loaded during the week, 
or 3,162 cars below last year. 

Coal ener k totaled 154,214 cars, an | 
increase of 4,996 cars over the preceding 
week. Compared with the same week 
last year, the total was an increase of 
18,033 cars, but a decrease of 20,874 
cars compared with the same week two 
years ago. 

Coke loading totaled 9,388 cars, 731 
cars below the preceding week, but.379 
above the corresponding period in 1924. 
Compared with the same period in 1923, 
it was a decrease of 5,927 cars. 

Compared with the preceding week 
this year, increases in the total loading 
of all commodities were reported in all 
districts except the Eastern and South- 
ern. All districts reported increases

PAID TO FLAGLER HEIRESS. 


Mrs. Harden Hickey’s Income From 
Trusts Put at $750,000. 


An accounting filed yesterday in the 
Supreme Court of the property of Anna 
Harden-Hickey, daughter of the late 
John H. Flagler, shows that she has the 


income from six trust funds aggregating 
750,000. Mrs. Harden-Hickey was de- 
clared incompetent in 1907, and for some 
years has been in the sanitarium of Dr. 
Givens at Stamford, Conn., where she is 
maintained at a cost of $12,000 a year. 
The incompetent, who is now 60 years 
old, talks to no one and is not conscious 
of those who visit her, the accounting 
sets forth. It also states that upon the 
death of Mrs. Harden-Hickey her trust 
funds will go to her uncle, Harvey Flag- 
ler, and her aunt, May de Velasco 
Stump, and if they should die before 
her will go to cousins who are members 
of the Flagler and Converse families. 


POLISH BONDS SELL OFF. 


Slight Drop Follows Dissolution of 
Marketing Syndicate. 


The banking syndicate which recently 
sold an issue of Polish Government 8 
per cent. bonds in the New York mar- 


ket has been dissolved and a free and 
open market for these bonds has now 
been established. The dissolution of the 
syndicate brought a moderate measure 
of selling into the market yesterday. 
In comparison with the close of 90 on 
Monday afternoon the bonds opened at 
88 yesterday, sold down to 87, and 
closed at 89. 

A block of $700,000 of these bonds will 
be redeemed by lot on July 1, at a price 
of 105, or sixteen points above the clos- 
ing price of the bonds last night.

FROM 7-CENT DROP 


Strong Interests Go to Market's 
Support When the May Suc- 
cumbs to Selling.

CHICAGO, May 19.—Liquidation of a 
fairly large line of May wheat by a local 
house caused a break of 74 cents from 
the extreme. high point at the opening 
to a low of $1.83%, while Winnipeg broke 
8% cents. The decline was taken ad- 
vantage of by strong interests to buy 
the deferred deliveries; so, absorbed the 
surplus in the pit and made a strong 
close, with May only 2% cents lower 
and the new-crop futures 144@2% cents 
high®, the latter on September. 

Murray’s report to Clement Curtis & 
Co. made condition of Winter wheat 
73.5 and indicated a yield of 437,000,000 
bushels, or 8,000,000 less than the Gov- 
ernment May 1 estimate and compared 
with 590,000,000 harvested last year. 
The Kansas crop is estimated at 90,000,- 
000 bushels, or 6,000,000 less than recent 
Government returns, while a little im- 
provement is suggested in Nebraska, 
Oklahoma and Indiana, with small re- 
ductions in Illinois, Missouri and Ohio. 

The decline in Kansas is attributed 
largely to a thin stand and to Hessian 
fly and chinch bugs. In the past few 
days there has been a noticeable in- 
crease in the number of unfavorable pri- 
vate reports received from various parts 
of the Winter wheat belt, with Hessian 
fly prominent in Illinois and Kansas. 

Foreigners show no disposition to take 
new crop Winters for deferred delivery. 
A local handler sold 150,000 bushels hard 
Winter now at an Eastern lake port to 
exporters during the day and 40,000 
bushels were sold at Omaha to the Gulf. 

No purchases of consequence were re- 
ported to come here as the Minneapolis- 
Chicago May spread narrowed to around 
6 cents at the last. 

Export sales in all 
seaboard were estimated 
bushels. 

Primary arrivals were 648,000 bush- 
els; week ago, 537,000; last year, 586,000. 
Shipments were 1,334,000 bushels; week
